Frank J. Washabaugh, youngest son 


of Maj. Daniel and Swab. McLaughlin 
Washabaugh, was born at the old 
homestead in Bedford on July 2, 1849. 
He was prepared for college by the 
Rev. John Lyons and the Eldridge 
academy and entered Lafayette in the 
class cf 1864. From there he j lined a 
government surveying party through 
the Black Hill country in Dakota and 
was over and through it all while the 
home of hostile Indians. He returned 
to the east for several years, spending 
his time in the oil business andin read- 
ing law with his brother-in-law, Oliver 
E. Shannon, and when the treaty be- 
tween the government and the Indians 
was signed for that large and valuable 
territory, Judge George C. Moody was 
appointed judge of the court and he 
appointed young Wasbabaagh, win 
had just been admitted to the Bar, 
clerk of the court, and they organized 
the first court in that country. 


He was one of the pioneers and early 


settlers at Di&dwood and has seen that 
place grow from a few miners' huts to 
a large,beautiful and modern city,with 
thousands of happy and prosperous 
citizens. He loved the people and city 
of his adoption and he was loved, hon- 
ored and respected by all who knew 
him. 
He took a very active part in 


every enterprise and was among those 
who organized and formed the new 
state of South Dakota, fast taking 
r*nk among the wealthiest and most 
enterprising states of the Union. He 
was olected to the state senate five 
terms in succession and had to decline 
a renomination on account of his busi- 
ness. 
Judge Moody took him into 


partnership and for the last twenty 
years they have been the attorneys 
for the great Homestake Mine com- 
pany, one of the largest in the world. 
Six years ago he was elected county 
judge of Liwrence county, Sjuth 
Dakota, and re-elected for the second 
term, but before its expiration he was 
nominated and elected circuit judge of 
the Eighth Judicial district, which em- 
braced three of the largest counties of 
the state. His election to this high 
and important office over one of the 
ablest judges of the state WIT.S su;h a 
personal endorsement of his ability, 
character and popularity that all his 
friends had reason to be proud. 
His 


efforts to justify the expectations ol 
his friends caused him to apply him- 
self more closely than his health could 
stand and a few mouths afterward he 
began to fail. Hi was peremptorily 
ordered by his physicians to drop busi- 
ness and go to the Pacific coast for 
needed rest and change, but growing 
worse instead of better, decided to 
come east and put himself in the hands 
of Drs Oiler and McCray, of the Joans 
Hjpkins hospital at Baltimore. From 
the fi st the doctors gave him but lit- 
tle encouragement. 
He got to the 


hospital by sheer will power on Friday, 
M*y 23, and graduilly sank into a 
quiet and peaceful rest,May 29,without 
pain and coiucious to the last. 
His 


wife and brother were present with 
him when the end came. 


His body was brought to the home of 


his sister, Mrs. Annie Hartley, East 
P»tt street, Bedford, on Friday, May 
30, and buried in the Bedford cemetery 
the next day. The Bedford Bar and 
Bedford Lodge No. 320, F. and A. M., 
attended the funeral in a body. The 
services were conducted by Rev. H. B 
Townsend, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church. The pall-bearers were Dr. J 
A. C.ark, James Cleaver, H. D Tite, 
E.q , Mosts Lippel, Dr. S. F Statler 
and J. H. Jordan, E-q. Many beauti- 
ful fbral tributes were received, one 
of which was from the Bar association, 
of Diadwood, S. D.

Mr. Bertram was honored and re- 


spected by all who knew him. He was 
for many years a faithful member of 
the Reformed church and for twenty 
years an elder in said church at New 
Paris 
The congregation looked up to 


him as to a father and profited by his 
wisdom. 
The organ in the church, 


which was used at the funeral service, 
is a gift of the deceased and bis wife. 
He served on the building committee 
when the charge built its new parson- 
age in 1899 and also as treasurer of the 
congregation for a long time. In poli- 
tics he was a Democrat and was firm in 
his opinions. While in Europe he had 
been a shepherd and it was a pleasure 
to listen to him as he related his expe- 
riences during this period of his life. 
He was fond of reading, and being a 
close observer and having lived on two 
continents during his earthly pilgrim- 
age, he was a most interesting man. 
By his industry and tact he gained a 
competency. He not only made pro- 
vision for this life, but followed the 
Good Shepherd and Bishop of Souls. 
He was truly a religious man and was 
always in his pew on the Lord's Day 
until his illness prevented him from 
coming. He was kind and gentle in 
disposition and was devoted to his 
wife, children and grandchildren. 


The funeral services were held in the 


New Paris Reformed church on Mon- 
day at 10 a m., conducted by his pas- 
tor, Rev. 
D. G. Hetrick, who spoke on 


"I have waited for Thy salvation, 0. 
Lord." Rev. Wilt, of the U. B. church, 
and Rev. Fredericks, of the Evangel- 
lical association, ably assisted. De- 
ceased had been a member of Bedford 
Lodge No. 202, Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, since 1803 and the order 
was represented by a number of the 
brethren, who conducted their burial 
services at the grave according to their 
ritual.

Monroe township, Bedford county, on 
December 1, 1S19, and died at hisnome 
in the Mann Addition to Bedford Bor- 
ough on June 3, 1902, after an illness 
of six weeks. He was a son of Jacob 
Fletcher. With the exception of four 
or five years, which time he spent in 
Fulton county, he lived at Ray's Hill 
and Everett. In 1S90 he moved to Bed- 
ford and resided here ever since. For 
many years he followed carpentering 
and afterward was employed as a tan- 
ner by J. B. Hoyt & Co. and Fayer- 
weather & Ladew. 
He continued at 


this occupation as long as he was able 
to work, when, about twenty years 
ago, he laid aside the tools he had 
skilfully handled so long and enjoyed 
a well-earned rest. 


In 13(53 Mr. Fletcher enlisted in the 


133d 
Regiment, Pennsylvania volun- 


teers. He was appointed color bearer 
and participated in a number of bat- 
tles, among them being those at Chan- 
cellorsville and Frederieksburg, Be- 
fore the war he belonged, successively, 
to the Old Whig, the Know Nothing 
and the Republican parties, but dur- 
ing the strife he became a Democrat 
and remained true to the principles of 
that organization the remainder of his 
life. For a long time he was constable 
of Monroe township 


Fifty-seven years ago he was united 


in marriage to Miss Sarah A. Foor, 
daughter of John Foor, of Ray's Cove. 
Mrs. Fletcher died in March, 1301. Mr. 
Fletcher was the father of eight chil- 
dren, six of whom are still living, 
namely, W. Scott, of Bedford; H. Clay, 
of Clearfield; Mrs. Henry Friddle, of 
Moorefield, W. Va ; Mrs. William Dice, 
of Coketown, W. Va.;Mrs. B. H. Buey, 
of Jamison City, and Judith, at home.

HAERISBURB, June 3—The recent 


outrage perpetrated against law, order 
and decency by the acquittal of the 
Philadelphia ballot box staffer, Sim 
Salter, has aroused anew the indigna- 
tion of every good citizen of the state 
against the rotten political condition 
that permeates even the courts of law 
and makes justice a hollow mockery 
It is evident that to ballot box stuff 
ing the crime of jury box stuffing has 
been added. 


It has long been notorious that 


there is no such thing as an honest 
election in Philadelphia. 
The elec- 


tion michinery in the Qaaker City is 
in the hands of men who have as little 
regard for the sanctity of an oath as 
they have for the rights of citizenship. 
Many of the polling places are man- 
aged by thugs, who would commit 
fraud or perjury, and even murder, at 
the bahest of those whose political 
tools they are, and Philadelphia has the 
unenviable notoriety of being governed 
by the worst gang of political pirates 
that ever looted an American city. 


More than two years and a half ago 


Sam Salter, with half a dozen others, 
was arrested on the charge of ballot 
box stuffing and other kindred crimes 
There was no doubt of their guilt, for 
they were trapped by a clever piece of 
detective work done by the Ncrtli 
American, 
They were released on 


bail, but when the time came for trill 
they had put themselves beyond the 
reach of the law. One of the number, 
Seullen, who did not get away, plead 
ed guilty and was sent to the peniten- 
tiary for a year. After Salter had 
been away more than two and a half 
years he suddenly put in an appear- 
ance and surrendered to the court. 
The machine had deliberately planned 
the means of his acquittal by the rank- 
est sort of perjury and then sent for 
him to return. It would be highly 
damaging to the machine to have a 
gang of repeaters and ballot box stuff- 
ers sent to the penitentiary for their 
crimes, because it might keep men 
from becoming repeaters, hence the 
desperate and damnable plan adopted 
for their acquittal. 
Though it was 


proved beyond a doubt that Salter was 
guilty, though he was entrapped into 
flitly denying all the witnesses who 
were trying to swear him innocent, he 
was acquitted by the jury, which was 
perhaps drawn for the very purpose. 


A fitting sequel to this corrupt and 


corrupting ease, ia the announcement 
that Suiter is likely to be returned to 
the legislature, where the machine is 
in need of such as he. He would now 
make an ideal member to represent 
Qnayism, the influences of which have 
corrupted every department of state 
and municipal government. Even the 
schools of Philadelphia are contami- 
nated with the slime of political cor- 
ruption. The stream cannot rise above 
its source and when millions are spent 
to bribe the legislature into passing 
bills to make fortunes, political or 
otherwise, for a few individuals, it is 
not surprising that rottenness exists 
m every department of our political 
system. 


Are the business, professional and 


intelligent laboring men of Philadel- 
phia so lost to all sense of political 
honor that they are willing to allow 
this condition to exist indefinitely? 
One can understand why professional 
politicians and ward heelers engage 
in the nefarious business of corrupting 
the channels of state and city govern- 
ment, but it is utterly incomprehen- 
sible why every good citizen in Phil- 
adelphia, regardless of his party bias, 
is not up in arms against the corrupt 
gang that has made the Quaker City a 
term of reproach in its political rela- 
tions. 


Though the time for the Democratic 


state convention is drawing near, the 
leaders are not troubling themselves 
about candidates. 
They are deter- 


mined that the men to lead the party 
in the coming campaign against Quay- 
ism shall be the untrammelled choice 
of the party with no domination from 
the organization. This is in striking 
contrast with the words of Quay, utter- 
ed three or four months ago, "I have 
not yet decided on a candidate for gov- 


WILLIAM GARBER DROWNED. 


Found Dead In a Well at Hl» Home In New 


llnemi Vista. 


NEW BUENA VISTA, Jrare 3.—On Mon- 


day afternoon William Garber, a promi- 
nent cit'zen of this place, was found 
drowned in a well. The details of the 
accident are as follows: Mr. Garber 
was a member of the school board of 
Juiiata township and on Monday after- 
noon the board met at the home of 
Lewis Sides, about two and one half 
miles from New Buena Vista, to organ- 
ize for the new school year. Mr. Gar- 
ber started, about half 
past two 


o'clock, to get ready to drive over. He 
left the house and went to the stable 
and the family supposed that he had 
gone to the board meeting. The in- 
quiries of a friend, who had arranged 
to go with him and who had been pa- 
tiently waiting until he should be 
ready, was the first intimation the 
family had that he had not gone 
Search was begun at once. Mr. Gar- 
ber's 
brother-in-law, 
A. B. Long, 


who has lived with him many years, 
went to the stable, found the doors 
open and the 
water bucket gone. 


He looked further and found the 
gate open leading to a well near 
the stable from which the horses 
were walered. He ran there and found 
Mr. Garber's hat floating on the water. 
He quickly summoned help and in a 
few minutes they had raised the body 
from the well, which contained about 
seven feet of water and was ten feet 
deep. 
The bucket was also found 


floating on the water and all appear- 
ances indicate that Mr. Garber had 
stooped to dip water and either lost 
his balance or had had some kind of an 
attack and fallen into the water. 
Efforts were made to resuscitate the 
drowned man, but the 
body had 


been in the water at least an hour ; 
hence all efforts were fruitless, though 
Dr. E. L. Smith was summoned from 
Schellsburg. 
Intense excitement pre- 


vailed and the shock to the wife and 
family cacnot be described. 


William 
Garber 
was born near 


Schellsburjr, July 1C, 1848, and was 
therefore in his fifty-fourth year. 
He 


was a son of John and Elizabeth Gar- 
ber. 
Two brothers, Aaron, of Bed- 


ford, and Edward, of New Buena Vista, 
survive him. 
He learned the trade of 


a saddler and started in that business 
in New Buena Vista about thirty-three 
ago. He was married in 1370 to Miss 
E'la C Long, daughter of Amos and 
Lydia Long, who was then living at 
New 
Buena 
Vista. 
To them one 


daughter was born, Mrs. E. S. Ling, 
who died on March 0, 1901 
Mr. and 


Mrs. Garber have lived since their 
marriage at New Buena Vista with 
Mrs. 
Garber's brother, A. B. Long, 


Mr. Garber was well and widely 


known in this county. 
He was a 


Democrat in politics and took an ac- 
tive part in local affairs of the party. 
Nearly every gathering of his party in 
Bedford found him present. He was 
elected constable of Juniata and was 
school director during two terms. He 
was postmaster of New Buena Vista 
for eight years during the administra- 
tions of President Cleveland. He was 
a notary public by appointment of 
Governor Stone. It is hard to do jus- 
tice to the character of such .a man as 
William Garber. 
As a neighbor he 


was kind and considerate, ever ready 
to do any favor that lay in his power 
Asa husband and father he was loving 
and indulgent. 
He had a cheerful 


word for all and his friends were 
legion. He will leave a vacant place 
in the community in which he lived 
that will be long felt. He was laid to 
rest in the Sohellsburg cemetery on 
Wednesday.

DEAR SIB:—Yours of the 20th instant is 
just at hand. There is no way of get- 
ting rid of the seventeen-year locust. 
The damage they do is through the 
female depositing their eggs in the 
young wood of the twigs. The young 
larvse, as you know, live in the ground, 
and suck the juice from the roots of 
trees, and during their period above 
ground no damage of this kind occurs, 
and consequently they cannot be pois- 
oned, or their ravages arrested in any 
way, 
so far as I know.

Samar is very quiet now. 
The in-

equal Warn In History—British and Boer 


losses—Cost of the Conflict. 


Lord Kitchener, in a despatch to the 


London, Eag., war office, states that a 
document containing terms of surren- 
der was signed at Pretoria at 10.30 p. m. 
on Saturday by all the Boer represent- 
atives. On the part of the British it was 
signed by Lord Kitchener and by Lord 
Milner, British high commissioner in 
South Africa. 


Extraordinary rejoicing in London 


followed the receipt of the news. The 
delirium of the people was like that 
following the relief of Mafeking. Im- 
mense crowds in the streets sang, 
shouted and waved flags. 


The-war has lasted two years, seven 


months and 'twenty days, "having 
begun on October 11, 1899. The cost 
to the British included 21,051 lives 
lost, according to official reports up to 
April 1, 1902—the latest official figures. 
Since that time there has been little 
fighting and the figures have not been 
greatly changed. 
The wounded and 


prisoners bring the total up to about 
100,000. Tlie estimated financial cost 
of the war to Great Britain is 81,250,-

A comparison of the two sets of sta- 


tistics indicates that the American peo- 
ple paid S33.000.000 a year more on 
their food supplies thsn their English 
cousins. Great Britain laid a tax on 
oread as one of the necessities imposed 
•upon the government in order to raise 
funds for carrying on the Boer war 
snd from this source Johnny Bull will 
realize about $13,350,000 more revenue, 
sending the total up to approximately 
373,000,000. Yet despite the fact that 
the British budget is so high the peo- 
ple of our own country will have to pay 
taxes on imparted oread which will 
amount to 820,000,000 a year more 
than the British at the critical point 
of one of the most expensive wars of 
modern times. 
A contemporary, in 


commenting on this feature of our 
system of government, aptly exclaims, 
"'Protection!' What crimes are com- 
mitted in thy name." 


The New York World, referring to 


the figures used in this article, f ocusses 
attention upon the fact that "the Brit- 
ish fcod taxes are all laid to raise 
needed revenue, and collected on foods 
that cannot he grown in the British 
Isles. Oar food taxes, on the con- 
trary, are not intended to produce 
rsvenue,and are collected on foods that 
can be and are grown in enormous 
quantities on our own soil. The pur- 
pose and the efiect of their collection 
is to enable the trusts to monopolize 
the home market. This increases the 
price to American consumers not only 
of the imported foods, but of the like 
foods produced at home. So that the 
893,000,000 collected in duties on Amer- 
ican food imports is certainly multi- 
plied three or four times in the final 
addition to retail prices." 


The Pittsburg Post, in a "meaty'' 


editorial on "British and American 
Food Taxes," says: 


"The American people can reach the 


exact figures as to every family by 
figuring up the tariff taxes they pay 
on their consumption cf sugar, meat 
vegetables and breadstuffs. 


"The policy of taxation of the two 


countries is shown by the further fact 
that England collects 513,000,000 a 
year through its income tax, on ihe 
surplus wealth of the country. The 
Unitad States, while taxing food, 
clothing and shelter, decrees that the 
accumulations of its 
millionaires, 


•which, the government expends millions 
in protecting, shall escape taxation. 
They do not pay a cent. The plutcc- 
raey is the favored class in this land of 
the free and home of the brave. Libor 
makes it good by its taxes on food and 
clothing and shelter." 


"THE 
acquittal of Sam Salter and his 


'bunch of ballot bos staffers by a Phil- 
adelphia, jury while an outrage upon 
decency and a disgrace to a civilized 
community," says the Clesrfield lie- 
publican, "was not a surprise to the 
people of Pennsylvania who have any 
idea whatever of the manner in which 
nubile affairs are conducted in the 
Quaker City by the gang of thugs now 
in control. Salter would nevor have 
returned to face a jury had he not 
previously received absolute assurance 
that all would go well with him and 
his pals. Tha verdict could just as 
well have been Landed in the minute 
after the 'twelve good men and true' 
•were sworn to 'try the issue joined 
between the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania and Sim Salter et al.' The 
jury was made to order and so was the 
verdict. Looks very much as if Phil- 
adelphia will be forced to organize a 
vigilance committee after the style 
inaugurated in California during the

Here is 
an organization for the manufacture 
of tin pails; there are 19,785,954 tin 
pails used in the United States every 
day and the profits arising from their 
manufacture are 84,504,053, enabling 
the company to declare a dividend of 
70 per cent, on the preferred stock and 
35 per cent, on the common stock, and 
in the noble generosity of their chari- 
table hearts the owners of this wonder- 
ful fortune have placed the shares at 
50 cents, thereby enabling the poorest 
person to become a stockholder in» 
trust that has never been equaled since 
creation's dawn. But why stop here 1 
An alluring prospectus says that the 
magnificent Southern L*nd Improve- 
ment Co. is the owner of 100 000,000 of 
acres of mineral lands in the state of 
Georgia, the main product is lead, 
largely .impregnated with silver and 
gold. Here the chances of fortune are 
ninety-nine in favor of getting as rich 
as Crceius against one chance of loss, 
and here for an investment of 75 cents 
you can sit down for the rest of your 
natural life and never do a stroke of 
work. 
While pondering 
on these 


chances and almost feeling inclined to 
invest, notwithstanding a good deal of 
hard luck, I felt inclined to bless my 
lucky stars that I was born in a for- 
tunate and charitable age. 
On the 


desk before me is one of our leading 
journals. On the front page are two 
columns of names to which a fortune 
is attached, and the publisher is anx- 
ious to find the owners of these names 
to make them multi-millionaires or 
less. Almost twenty years have passed 
since a gentleman undeniably English 
entered my office and with the bland- 
est smile inquired if so and so was my 
name. I answered him that it was, 
when he grasped my hand, and in the 
most delightful manner informed me 
that I was the unquestioned heir to 
one hundred and fifty thousand pounds, 
which had been lying in the Bank of 
England since 1774.

The millionaire 
exhibits the profit side of the balance 
sheet and the poor hod carrier the less 
he staggers with his load of brick op 
five stories and thinks h'mself amply

The rarest artists 
are engaged in these entertainments, 
for whom one or two hours of employ- 
ment is worth a thousand dollars anc 
thrse wh^o get these princely compensa- 
tions are almost without exception 
foreigners.

Chaldaic. It is the same in Berlin. 
You must go to Bombay, Port Said or 
Shanghai if yon want to find English 
made elastic as it is in our American 
cities.—New York Mail and Express.

With 
some Parisiennes this weekly pe 
washing is a ceremony of importance 
The dainty lady, alighting from he 
smart victoria, goes down the steps ti 
the washing place chosen, preceded by 
her footman carrying or leading tb 
dog, as the case may be, and then 
seated under a sunshade, she direct 
the toilet of Fifl or Nero with tende 
solicitude. The toilet des chiens at th 
fashionable spots includes warm, fleecy 
towels, a peignoir de bain while th 
dog's hair is being curled, combed 
singed or cut, and a length of ribbon o 
a selected color to tie round its neck a 
the finish.

Heavy pruning of growing trees will 


check growth. 


Flowering plants should never be 


watered with cold water. It chills the 
plants. 


The Madeira vine is ona of the best 


climbers, having a wreath of leavca 
equaled by few other plants. 


Repotting of plants becomes necessa- 


ry at intervals for two reasons. The 
plant uses up the available fertility in 
tbe soil and tills the pots with roots. 


The ink plant of New Granada is a 


curiosity. The juice of it can be used 
as ink without any preparation. At 
first the writing is red, but after a few 
hours it changes to black. 


In watering the primrose observe 


this: Water should not be poured upon 
the crown of the plant nor the pot filled 
so full that tlie water Bows over into 
it. This is fatal to the health of the 
plant. 


To destroy aphides or plant lice dip 


the ends of the twigs into a strong tea 
made by steeping tobacco stems in bot 
•water or syringe with whale oil soap- 
suds, repeating tbe operation in six or 
seven days.
